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A GREAT ITALIAN SOLDIER. 


Italy was not the principal theater 
of the war, but it was an exceedingly 
important war area, and Allied defeat 
in Italy would have rendered next to 
impossible Allied victory in France. 
The Allied cause came very close to 
complete defeat in Italy; indeed for 
many 
anxious 
days 
it 
seemed 
as 
though nothing could save the situa­ 
tion there. 
The man who played the 
principal part in saving it, and who 
thereby proved himself to be one of 
the great soldiers of the 
war, 
has 
come to this country as the guest of 
the American Legion, and is receiving 
the salutations of all Americans. 
It was mainly the genius of General 
Armando Diaz, who succeeded Gener­ 
al Cadorna as commander-in-chief of 
the Italian armies, that rallied 
the 
broken hosts of Italy after the Capor- 
etto disaster, checked the seemingly 
irresistable Austrian-German advance 
at the Piave river, and later launched 
a counter offensive which, within a 
few days, brought 
Austria 
to 
her 
knees. 
If the Italians under Diaz had 
not made their great stand along the 
Piave and halted the onrushing Teu­ 
ton myriads, the war would probably 
have been over in Italy and the Allied 
cause would have received 
a 
blow 
which might well have proved mortal 
and which, at the very least, would 
certainly have prolonged indefinitely 
the struggle on the Western front. 
It 
is certain that if Diaz had not won his 
victory, a much larger number of 
American soldiers than we have been 
called upon to mourn would have laid 
down their lives in France. 
The name and fame of Italy's war 
hero are not as familiar to Americans 
as they ought to be. 
He has been 
somewhat obscured ^ by the leaders 
who 
played their parts upon 
the 
French 
and 
Flemish 
fronts 
upon 
which, for the most part, the attention 
of the world was centered during the 
war. 
Now that Diaz is among the dis­ 
tinguished war leaders at the Legion 
convention at Kansas City America is 
paying him the tribute which his gen­ 
ius and his achievements merit.

in its very nature, and rendered 
more so by all the defensive or­ 
ganizations which had been accu­ 
mulated during the last four years.

shaken; the moment had arrived 
to give him the final blow’. 
“On the first of November, just 
three years ago today, the first 
American army again attacked and, 
in a splendid advance reached Bu- 
zancy, penetrating the German line 
for more than ten kilometers. 
“The enemy, this time, retired 
definitely: the Stars and Stripes 
at once took up the pursuit and, 
six days later, floated victoriously 
over the Meuse reconquered. 
“After St. Mihiel, after the Ar­ 
gonne, the American banners now 
bore the name of Meuse.

months you had taken 45,000 pris­ 
oners and 1,400 cannon from the 
enemy.
